OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 


Mr. Duff commended Chancellor Hemens for his exemplary conduct of the current 
convocations and congratulated Mr. Horgan on his excellent valedictory address. 


2. Minutes of the Previous (May 12, 1977) Meeting 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the meeting of May 12 were 
approved. 


3, Business Arising out of the Minutes 


(i) Amendments to the By-laws 


A number of amendments to the By-laws were presented by Prof. G. Martin, due notice 
having been given by him at the May 12 meeting. The amendments had also been 
circulated to Governors. 


Prof. Martin then moved and his motion was seconded and carried that the amendments 
to the By-laws be accepted by the Board and referred to the Corporation for 


confirmation. 


A copy of the amendments will be inserted into the Minute Book. 


(11) New High School Gymnasium 


At this point the Chairman announced that the new gymnasium of the Loyola High 
School would be built adjacent to the Loyola Athletic Complex. 


Committee Reports 


The Committee reported that the Executive Committee had met on May 26 and had 
passed the list of candidates for degrees. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board approved the action of the Executive 
Committee. 


Rector's Remarks 


(i) Brief to the Parliamentary Committee on Bill I 


The Rector distributed copies of the Brief which Concordia University had submitted to 
the Parliamentary Committee on Bill I, saying that it follows the general lines of the 
statement which the Board had authorized earlier this year. He hoped that there would be 
an opportunity to present the Brief at a meeting of the Parliamentary Committee. 


(11) Financial Situation of Concordia University 


Since the last statement on the financial situation of the University, the Rector had talked 
with the Assistant Deputy Minister of Education who had informed him that the 
Department of Education was working on the problem. Before the end of June, there will 
be a meeting between the Minister of Education and representatives of Concordia. 


Dr. O'Brien advised that the Financial Committee of the Board would be meeting on 
Thursday, June 16 at noon in the Hall Building. 


(iii) Pilot Project of the SGW Faculty of Arts for Senior Citizens 


Dr. O'Brien reminded the Board that it had, on March 11, 1976, authorized a reduced fee 
for senior citizens for certain courses and for one year. The project had had a modest 
success and he proposed that the Board authorize its continuation for the next financial 
year. 


The following motion was then moved by the Rector, seconded and carried: "That the 
Pilot Project of the SGW Faculty of Arts for Senior Citizens, approved by the Board of 
Governors on March 11, 1976, continue with the same tuition fee of $1.50 per credit, and 


that it be extended throughout the new University Faculty of Arts and Science with 
somewhat greater publicity than in 1976/77." 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


Vice-Rector G. Martin announced the death of Lt. Col. Woodcock. The Board received 
this news with sorrow and the Secretary was instructed to write a letter of sympathy to 
Mrs. Woodcock. 


The Secretary was requested to write a letter of sympathy to the Pascal family. 
Remarks of Chancellor Hemens 
The Chancellor said that the Board should recognize the hard work done by Registrar 


Adams in the preparation of the carrying out of the Convocations. He also moved a vote 
of thanks to the Chairman for his work on behalf of the University.

The Secretary read out a letter of thanks from the widow of Dr. Charles Fox. 


New Business 


(i) Recommendations from Senate on the Reorganization of Arts and Science (dated 
April 22, 1977) 


The Rector moved the following resolution, in three parts, which was seconded 
and carried: 


"That recommendations 7, 9 and 10 received from Senate on the reorganization of 
Arts and Science (document dated April 22, 1977) be approved; 


"That recommendation 8 (document dated April 22, 1977) be approved in the 
amended form recommended by Senate in a memorandum dated May 27, as 
follows: 


8. The senior academic administrative officer of each Division be titled 
"Divisional Dean;" 


"That other decisions of the Board be amended as necessary to take account of 
this change in nomenclature."

Reorganization of Computer Science 


The Rector moved and his motion was seconded and carried: 


"That the Commerce component of the Loyola Computer Science offerings be 
transferred to the Faculty of Commerce and Administration." 


"That the Computer Science Committee at Concordia guarantee the 
implementation of significant Minor programmes and elective courses in 
Computer Science for students in the Faculty of Arts and Science on both 
campuses. These courses and programmes must be located and scheduled in such a 
way as to be effectively available." 


"That the members of the Loyola Department of Computer Science become 
members of the Faculty of Commerce and Administration, or of the Department 
of Computer Science in the Engineering Faculty, as the case may be, in accordance 
with the primary interest of each of the faculty members concerned." 


The Board took note of the following motion which had been passed by Senate on 
May 27, 1977: "That Senate reconsider its earlier decision under Section 8 of its 
recommendations to the Board and recommend that the title of "Divisional Dean" 
be used for the heads of the three Divisions of the Faculty of Arts and Science."
